ESCONDIDO — About 30 people, including three 
Catholic pastors, gathered at the Escondido Country 
Club Oct. 25 to learn about the Christian Voters League 
(CVL), an organization committed to “returning 
America to a Christian consensus.’’ 

Rev. Billy Falling, pastor of the Faith Center of 
Escondido and one of the developers of CVL, ‘said the 
league grew out of his frustration three years ago to get 
the Escondido City Council to prohibit pornography on 
cable television. ‘‘They just laughed at.me,”’ he said. 

THE ‘‘ESTABLISHMENT of religion’’ clause of the 
First Amendment was designed ‘‘to keep government out 
of churches not churches out of government,’’ Rev. 
Falling said. Its purpose was to keep government from 
setting up a state church like the Church of England and 
to allow for denominational pluralism, he added. 

The league, he said, ‘‘will get those who would uphold 
godliness into political office.’’ “This is a spiritual 
struggle not a political battle,’ he added. 

Randy Swanson, an attorney from Orange County and 
a head of Christian Candidates, Inc., an adjunct of the

league, said CVL will “focus on the local level and deal 
with school boards, planning departments and city 
councils’? where the impact will be visible. 


CHRISTIAN CANDIDATES will work to put “‘God-

RANCHO BERNARDO — ‘‘Jesus Christ is a joke to 
these folks (pornographers),’’ a former FBI agent said at 
an Oct. 31 prayer breakfast held at the Rancho Bernardo 
Inn. 


The breakfast was cosponsored by the National 
Christian Association and the San Diego Evangelical 
Association,

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Gandhi, priest slain 
in a ‘bloodied world’

Shortly after the announcements of the unrelated 
deaths of a Polish priest ahd India’s prime minister, Pope 
John Paul II reacted by releasing statements. 


A day after the body of pro-Solidarity Father Jerzy 
Popieluszko was found in a frozen reservoir in northern 
Poland, Pope John Paul II said the murder had ‘‘shocked 
public opinion and public consciences-in Poland and the 
world.”’ 

SPEAKING IN Polish at the end of his Oct. 31 general 
audience, the pope said: ‘‘With Christian dignity and 
with feelings of peace we render the final salute to Jerzy 
Popieluszko. The great moral eloquence of this death will 
not in any way be dimmed.”’ 

Several hundred Polish pilgrims attended the audience. 
Many of them wore black armbands and Solidarity pins. 
After the pope spoke they sang God Save Poland and held 
up their fingers in V for victory signs. 

Pope John Paul compared Father Popieluszko to Christ 
who ‘‘gave his heart and finally his own. life for his 
brethren.’ 

“THE CHRISTIAN is called to victory in Jesus 
Christ. This victory is inseparable from a fatiguing effort, 
and finally from suffering, just as the resurrection of 
Christ is inseparable from the cross,’’ the pope said. 

Prolonged applause was given inthe Paul VI audience 
hall after the pope read his 250-word statement. At about 
the time the pope spoke, a plane with a Solidarity banner 
flew over Rome and St. Peter’s Square. 

Father Popieluszko, 37, was kidnapped Oct. 19 while 
driving along a road near the northern Polish city of 
Torun. His driver escaped. :

Polish authorities have arrested three Interior Ministry 
officials in the case.

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Leaders told communities must remain 
as this diocese moves beyond RENEW

ALCALA PARK — Representatives 
from 12 diocesan offices met at St. 
Francis Seminary Oct. 31 to ‘‘look 
beyond RENEW.”’ 


The 21 representatives began by 
discussing what impact RENEW has had 
on parishes and diocesan offices. 
Representatives from Catholic 
Community Services, CCS’ Services to 
Disabled Persons, religious education, 
adult education, RENEW, Peace and 
Justice Commission, the diaconate, 
Family Life Commission, Center for 
Liturgy and Prayer, Hispanic RENEW 
(including Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert 
Chavez), youth office, and the 
superintendent of schools office were 
present. 


SPEAKERS FROM the Diocese of 
Newark, New Jersey, Msgr. Tom 
Kleissler and Sister Patricia McKinley, 
detailed where the diocese might go after 
RENEW. RENEW was developed in the 
Newark diocese. 


Msgr. Kleissler described four models 
of the Church: sacramental, servant, 
institutional and communal. Vatican II 
encouraged growth. of the communal 
model, he said. 


“‘Are there things working in RENEW 
which could be integrated into parish 
life?’’ he asked. 


‘““THE CHURCH is people of God,’’ 
he said. The parish should work to 
become a community made of smaller 
communities, Msgr. Kleissler said. 
RENEW groups can grow _ into 
communities, he added. 


Msgr. Kleissler listed ‘‘ministerial 
communities’’ which could and do exist 
in parishes. These include teachers, 
family life groups, adult catechumens, 
liturgy committees and social clusters, he 
said. 


To encourage activity in parish groups, 
less emphasis should be placed on 
meetings and more on community, the 
monsignor said. Instead of beginning 
meetings with business, they should start 
with a “‘social time’’ during which those 
present can become acquainted with one 
another, Msgr. Kleissler said. 


SISTER MCKINLEY said ‘“‘people 
become Church in parish life. People 
have to learn to minister to one another. 
They have to know God is with them all 
the time.”’ 


Stressing the importance of small 
communities in parishes, Sister 
McKinley said ‘‘people feel more 
comfortable in small groups.’’ Through 
community, people are strengthened, she 
said. 


Sharing, support, prayer, sound 
catechesis and outreach are needed to 
grow from a group into a community, she 
said. : 

THROUGH SOUND eatechesis 
people learn about the Church and 
discover the Church is not stagnant, she 
said. 


Msgr. Kleissler compared pre-Vatican 
II demands on parish priests with those of 
the post-conciliar Church. - 


Before Vatican II, priests were 
expected to take phone calls, answer 
doorbells, take night calls, bless houses, 
visit hospitals, counsel, say Masses and 
administer sacraments, he said. 


AFTER VATICAN II, priests’ roles 
changed, he said. Their duties became 
‘‘proclamation, justice, responsibility to 
the world and development of lay 


_leadership.”’ 


Many priests feel guilty; however, 
because they believe they ‘‘are supposed 
to do all,’’ he said. Some are ‘‘burning 
themselves out’’ from the demands being

Universal Church discovered by priests

SAN DIEGO — Someone made Msgr. 
Sean Murray an offer he couldn’t refuse: 
va free trip to Rome. 


Instead of a great, budget vacation, the 
monsignor found a ‘‘tremendous 
surprise’? and discovered the profound 
meaning of “‘the universal Church.”’ 


MSGR. MURRAY was one of 10 San 
Diego priests who attended an 
international priests retreat organized by 
the international charismatic community 


and funded by a donation from a_ 


millionaire involved in the renewal 
movement. 


About 6,000 priets from 101 countries 
attended the Oct. 5-9 retreat. San Diego 
priests who traveled to Rome for the 
event were Msgr. Murray, Franciscan 
Father Ralph Weishaar, Father Frederick 
Florek, Father Daniel Griesgraber, 
Father Hal Tindall, Father Anthony 
Stanonik, Father Francis Sierra and 
Father Miguel Diehl. 

Father: James Poulsen and Father 
James Sassone, San Diego priests who are 
studying in Rome, also attended. 


SPEAKERS AT the retreat included 
Mother Teresa of Calcutta; Cardinal 
Leo Josef Suenens, a longtime leader of 
charismatic renewal; and Cardinal Silvio 
Oddi, head of the Vatican Congregation 
for Clergy. 


A prayer group from St. Therese 
Church paid for Msgr. Sean Murray’s 
trip to Rome. Until recently, Msgr. 
Murray was pastor at St. Therese. He 
was not particularly enthusiastic about 
attending the retreat, he said, but was not 
about “‘to look a gift horse in the mouth.’’ 

The monsignor felt the retreat 
succeeded in showing priests they serve a 
truly universal Church. ‘‘Right there it 
was a winner, if nothing else happened.”’ 

MUCH MORE did occur, though. 
Msgr. Murray discovered the charismatic 
movement represents a “‘centrist’’ group 


within the Church. ‘‘Charismatic was 
synonymous with liberal and wild and 
non-structured,’” Msgr. Murray said. 


At the retreat he was heartened to find 
charismatics emphasize the role of Mary 
in the Church, a return to the basics of 
faith and a belief in the power of the Holy 
Spirit’s guidance. 

About half the priests there were 
directly involved in the charismatic 
movement and the other half were new to 
the experience. 

MSGR. MURRAY thinks he 
represented a group somewhere in 
between. He has never been ‘‘fully into

the charismatic movement,’’ but 
supported the movement in his parishes. 


“Only the charismatic movement 
could have carried that retreat,’’ Msgr. 
Murray said. Simple hymns sung in 
several languages kept the thousands of 
priests in a spiritual frame of mind for the 
long days, he added. 

Father Weishaar is no stranger to 
charismatic renewal. He is the English- 
speaking diocesan director of the 


charismatic movement. One of the most 
remarkable aspects of the retreat, Father 
Weishaar said, was the experience of ‘‘the 
one holy, Catholic, apostolic Church.’’ 


“(WE SAY that so often...all those 
dimensions were experienced in a very 
real way,’’ Father Weishaar said. 


The priests found a sense of 
brotherhood despite differences in race 
and background. The thrust of the week 
was for priests to recognize thier call to 
holiness. 


Although organizers admitted they 
hoped the retreat would also promote the 
charismatic movement with the clergy, 
Father Weishaar did not see that as a 
major point. 

“I’D HATE to see the main thrust of 
this to bé the promotion of the charismatic 
renewal. Some charismatic dimensions 
were present’’ but the main theme was 
holiness. ‘‘I surely didn’t feel the thrust of 
the retreat was to highlight and promote 
the charismatic renewal,’’ Father 
Weishaar added. 


Each session began with praising God 
in song in a variety of languages. The 
talks given were translated 
simultaneously into seven languages so 
priests could understand the presentations 
as they were given. 


Each day included a two-hour Mass 
concelebrated by the 6,000, and a holy 
hour before the exposed Blessed 
Sacrament at the main altar of St. Peter’s 
Basilica, Father Weishaar said. 


FATHER FLOREK was asked by the 
prayer community of his parish, St. Mary 
in Escondido, if he would be willing to 
travel to Rome at their expense. ‘‘I said, 
“You’ve got to be kidding...When?’ ”’ 
Father Florek remembered. 


He was impressed with the 
organization of the massive retreat. He 
was met at the airport and taken by bus to 
his lodging. He stayed with eight 
Americans and 32 French priests at a 


community. Conversion is needed 


because ‘‘you don’t inherit faith.’’ ' 


Community is required to give support, 
Msgr. Kleissler added. 


““RENEW is a spiritual renewal of the 
Church community, building the body 
together,’’ Sister McKinley said. ‘‘Vision 
is not enough. Concrete help and support 
is needed,”’ she said. 


A DIOCESE may choose to develop a 
new diocesan department to see how 
parishes are working toward developing 
communities, Sister McKinley said. Or, 
a current diocesan office could assume 
responsibility for the task, she said. 


Bishop Chavez noted that the Church 
hierarchy needs to ‘‘have a marriage with 
the people”’ as opposed to the old way of 
being apart from them. 


Msgr. John Dickie, diocesan director 
of RENEW, said he hoped the meeting 
was the beginning of a process to continue 
the message of RENEW. 


The Nov. 1 ‘‘guest writer’? column in 
Southern Cross stated, ‘‘Proposition 41 
would reduce California welfare benefits, 
excluding aid to the blind, disabled and 
aged to no more than 10 percent of the 
national average.’’

Some months after Pope John Paul II issued his 1981 
encyclical On Human Labor, the Vatican’s Commission on Justice 
and Peace sponsored an international symposium on it in Rome. 
Thomas R. Donahue, secretary-treasurer of the AFL-CIO, 
presented a paper titled A Trade Union Perspective of Laborem 
Exercens. 


Donahue was sincerely laudatory of the encyclical, but raised a 
few eyebrows when he tentatively demurred on the section of the 
document dealing with participation of workers in the ownership, 
management and profits of the enterprise. 


Donahue said that while the U.S. labor movement favors such 
participation in principle, ‘‘it is our almost universal experience 
that the employer...doesn’t want to give workers their fair share, 
and we are therefore in essential conflict over this issue.’’ He 
hastened to express hope that this conflict, in the language of the 
encyclical, ‘‘aims at the good of social justice.’’ 


Donahue emphasized that while U.S. labor is still compelled, 
willy-nilly, to take an adversarial approach to collective 
bargaining, it favors the fullest possible labor-management 
cooperation with employers who genuinely respect the right of 
workers to organize and are prepared to deal with unions as 
equal partners in the enterprise. 


But, Donahue concluded, the U.S. labor movement knows 
from bitter experience that some programs of labor-management 
cooperation, while giving the appearance of genuine worker 
participation, are, in fact, aimed at dissuading workers from 
joining in a union. Labor, he said, is prepared to struggle as long 
as necessary to guarantee the basic right of workers to organize 

_ for genuine collective bargaining. 


I had the impression that some participants in the Vatican 
symposium misunderstood what Donahue was saying about 
worker participation. 


Some Roman delegates assumed he was implicitly advocating 
a form of class struggle. He wasn’t doing that. He simply was 
saying that the only real alternative to class struggle is genuine 
labor-management cooperation. 


There is mounting evidence that U.S. conservatives in and out 
of the business community are determined to make this kind of 
labor-management cooperation impossible. They are 
systematically promoting what they call a union-free 
environment. That’s a euphemism for unilateral control b 
management of wages and working rules. 


It is ironic that the people behind this campaign call themselves 
conservatives. Whether they know it or not, they are radicals. 


It is bad enough to say the nation would be better off without 
unions. However, some, including reputable academicians, 
recently have gone so far as to say that workers don’t even have 
the right to organize. One recent example will suffice. 


‘““The bargaining power of labor unions,’’ according to a new 
book, Share Economy: Conquering Inflation, by Martin L. 
Weitzman of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, ‘‘is not 
a natural right.’”” To the contrary, Weitzman contends, 
“‘throughout labor history in Great Britain and the United States 
until well into the present century, common-law doctrine held 
labor unions to be an illegal ‘conspiracy in restraint of trade.’ 
The right of labor to bargain collectively was granted by the 
state.”’ 


As far as it goes, that’s accurate as a statement of historical 
fact. Philosophically it is absolutely unacceptable. 


It is scary to think that this kind of statism is being promoted 
by people who call themselves conservatives. Followed to its 
logical extreme, it would inevitably lead to some kind of class 
struggle in the United States — the very thing that conservatives 
say they fear.

Learning how to listen 


‘“‘Our basic problem is that we can’t communicate. If you can 
help us with this, then our problem will be solved.’’ 


Marriage and family therapists repeatedly hear this from 
clients. While they do not challenge the statement, therapists 
know that the difficulty should probably be restated: ‘‘We don’t 
know how to listen.”’ 


Most people are able to communicate — sometimes 
effectively, sometimes poorly. But listening is something else. 


Listening is far different from hearing. A person may hear-a 
message, but the meaning may be very distorted. Listening is 
much more than the physical process of hearing. It involves our 
minds and feelings, and it is hard work. It involves 
concentration, sensitivity and openness; a real willingness to 
“Jisten’’ and not just ‘‘hear.’’ 


There are many reasons why people ‘“‘hear’’ but do not 
“‘listen.’’ Probably the biggest is stated in an old truism: ‘‘We 
hear what we want to hear.’’ Conversely, we don’t hear what we 
don’t want to hear. How often have parents heard, ‘‘My teacher 
doesn’t give homework,’’ only to find out at a teacher’s 
conference that the opposite is true? Perhaps the child is lying; 
perhaps not. Perhaps he or she just doesn’t want to hear about 
homework — and doesn’t. 


Our society encourages good talkers but poor listeners. We are 
encouraged to speak as opposed to listening. How can we adjust 
this? Here are some suggestions: 


© It is impossible to listen and talk at the same time. In an 
effort to express our own views, we interrupt the speaker. 
Remember: the only interruption a speaker likes — whether it’s 
the president, your spouse or your child — is applause. 


e Be aware of your emotional ‘‘deaf spots.’’ All of us are 
sensitive to certain words or phrases that, when spoken, inhibit 
hearing the remainder of the message. To suggest a few: 
‘‘telephone/utilities bill,’’ ‘‘dent in the fender,’’ ‘‘report card.’’ 
It is very important to make a conscious effort to keep listening 
whenever these words occur.

Does confession come first? 


Q. Does my child have to make his first confession before 
he receives his First Communion? J.H.P. 


A. The 1983 Code of Canon Law seems to imply that first 
confession is required before First Communion (c. 914). 
However, Church law on this issue must be carefully examined. 


Generally speaking, there are only three legal prerequisites for 
a child’s First Communion: sufficient knowledge; careful 
preparation so that children understand the mystery of Christ 
according to their capacity; and the ability to receive the 
Eucharist with faith and devotion. In danger of death, it is 
required only that a child be able to distinguish the Body of 
Christ from ordinary food and be able to receive Communion 
reverently. 


Thus, strictly speaking, first confession is not an absolute 
condition, without which admission to First Communion would 
be invalid or illegal. The Church law describes what is a standard 
pastoral practice.in some areas of the world. It is not a universally 
mandated action. 


According to canon law, only those who are conscious of grave 
sin may not receive the Eucharist without prior sacramental 
confession. (If confession is impossible, a perfect act of contrition 
would suffice.) Thus, to make confession a mandatory condition 
for the reception of First Communion requires a presumption 
that first communicants are in grave sin. Obviously, no pastoral 
authority would want to make such an assumption. 


In San Diego, Bishop Leo T. Maher has a policy on this 
matter. As a general rule, first communicants should undergo at 
least a communal penance service before First Communion. If a 
first communicant is not to participate in the Sacrament of 
Reconciliation prior to First Communion, such a decision is to be 
based on the child’s will and the parents’ agreement. It would be 
wrong, for example, simply to present a First Communion 
program without mentioning confession. It would also be wrong 
simply to postpone first confession for everyone until some later 
time.

long, loving look at what is real.’’ I would take it further 
and suggest that we come to wisdom only after we are able 
to take into our loving embrace, all that is life and all 
living things. Then we shall be able to see from God’s eye- 
view rather than our own very limited and subjective 
perspective. 


Most of us are far from that, which is why there is so 
little real wisdom in our rush of speech and actions. All 
too often what passes as love in our perception is 
something quite different. Our most cherished 
relationships — rather than being the fulfilling growth 
opportunities we hope them to be — may be subtly 
destructive because we look to them to meet ‘‘needs’’ 
instead of as a free commitment of self. Freedom in 
commitment is very important, not only because it cannot 
be realized any other way, but also because, for 
Christians, all commitments are secondary to our 
covenant with God. 


WE ARE very quick to desire and perhaps to demand 
such freedom for ourselves but somewhat less resolute in 


_ affording it to our partner or friend. It is not uncommon 


to find a relationship where one person dominates from a 
position of selfish, demanding insistence on personal 
satisfaction in many insidious ways — taking consistently 
and giving little in return. If the other is a person who is 
kind, earnestly seeks to be loving and giving, he or she 


will, in time not only become drained but may actually 
lose his or her sense of identity and self-esteem. 


Obviously there is little wisdom to be found there. 
Obviously there is no wisdom to be found in any pursuit 
unless we honestly seek it out and that means seeking out 
God and trying to discern what He is asking of our lives. 
The author of the Book of Wisdom says: ‘‘What man can 
know the intentions of God? Who can divine the will of 
the Lord? The reasonings of mortals are unsure and our 
intentions unstable...It is hard enough for us to work out 
what is on earth, laborious to know what lies within our 
reach; who, then, can discover what is in the heavens? As 
for your intention, who could have learned it had you not 
granted Wisdom and sent your Holy Spirit from above? 


“Thus have the paths of those on earth been 
straightened and men have been taught what pleases you, 
and saved by Wisdom.’’ The Holy Spirit — the Spirit of 
the love that flows eternally between the Father and the 
Son — is our guide to happiness here and through death, 
and we open ourselves to His wisdom only in so far as we 
search for integrity in our loving and through it, greater 
knowledge of and awareness of God. 


WITH ADVENT not too far ahead, maybe it is not 
too soon — nor too late — to try silence and humility and 
listen for the whisper of the Spirit and the word of 
Wisdom?

Nancy: ‘“There’s a group your age that folds, staples 
and addresses newsletters at church. They’ve been doing 
it for years and they have a lot of fun together. I think 
you'd like them.”’ 

Woman: ‘‘Yes, but that’s in the afternoon and I really 
don’t want to miss my soaps.’’ Nancy crossed off half the 
list. 

Nancy: ‘‘Well, there’a morning opening to take the 
magazines and sundries cart around the hospital. Once a

week you would wheel it into the rooms and meet and talk 
with the patients.”’ 

Woman: ‘‘Yes, but I don’t really like being around sick 
people.” 

Nancy: ‘‘I suppose that rules out nursing homes, too?’’ 
The woman nodded and Nancy scratched more off the 
list. 

Nancy: ‘‘There’s a‘ popular course at the local 
recreation center in the mornings called Health and 
Exercise for the Over Sixties. They do a mild form of 
yoga stretching and they discuss health habits, nutrition 
and mutual support. Does that interest you?”’ 

Woman: ‘‘Yes, but I have a weak back so I don’t think 
I better do that.”’ 


Nancy: ‘“There are all kinds of handwork and quilting 
groups that meet various mornings. How about those?”’ 

Woman: ‘‘Yes, but I’ve never been very good at that 
and those women are probably so good. Besides I don’t 
need any quilts or handwork.”’ 


Nancy: ‘‘Would you like to be part of a scripture group 
in your church?”’ 

Woman: “Yes, but that’s in the evening and I don’t 
like to go out at night.”’ 


Three sacraments are once 


In the tradition of the Church three sacraments may 
never be repeated. The Eucharist may, of course, be 
celebrated daily. Penance is intended to satisfy the need 
for reconciliation whenever it occurs. Anointing of the 
sick may be granted in different illnesses of a serious 
nature. And a person may even receive the sacrament of 
matrimony more than once in the case of a spouse’s 
death. But baptism, confirmation, and holy orders may 
be received only once. 


These three sacraments alone may never be repeated 
because they produce within the person a permanent 
effect, one which cannot be changed. This effect is called 
the ‘“‘character’’ of the sacrament. This term was 
originally borrowed from an ancient pagan practice in 
which it referred to a seal, somewhat like the brand 
imprinted on cattle, by which a soldier was identified as 
belonging to the emperor or a slave to his owner. 

THE EARLY Fathers of the Church in choosing the 


term ‘‘character’’ were searching for an expression which 
would indicate that the sacraments were an act of 


“‘sealing’’ whereby a person became a Christian forever, 
no matter that followed later in life. i 
Many Catholics are familiar with another image from 
catechisms which taught that the character is an indelible 
mark on the soul. Of course this is only a figure of speech 
since no mark can be made upon the soul; moreover, the 

image of a mere ‘‘mark’’ is admittedly inadequate. 


One must grant that it is difficult to find an appropriate 
figure of speech or comparison, but we perhaps get closer 
to the truth when we think of the term ‘‘character’’ as it 
refers to the role of an actor. Unlike personality actors 
who always play themselves, quality actors almost become 
the character they are impersonating. Perhaps you can 
think of Lawrence Olivier as Macbeth, or George C. 
Scott as Patton or Dustin Hoffman as the Graduate (or 
should I say ‘“Tootsie?’’).. Actors of this kind in effect 
assume a new identity while in their role. 

WE DO NOT assume a new identity by means of the 
sacramental character; rather we really and actually take 
on a new and permanent identity. Through the

sacraments of Christian “initiation we become someone; 
we become identified with Christ. The character of 
baptism and confirmation is completed by our first 
Eucharist so that we become a Christian in three stages, 
but with one result. Christian initiation conforms us to 
Jesus as he is the eternal Son of God so that we become 
forever the children of God. Our identity is to be His 
beloved sons and daughters. 


The sacrament of holy orders is a three-fold state of 
diaconate, presbyterate, and episcopacy whereby the 
ordained is conformed to Jesus as he is in his human 
nature the servant of his people, the good shepherd. 
Priesthood is not role or a function; it is an identity which 
can never be changed. 

Despite controversy in the past and perhaps confusion 
in the present, the Church holds to her tradition and 
insists that three sacraments produce a permanent effect 
which is known as a character. Because this effect can 
never be changed, these three sacraments may never be 
repeated. 
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‘Spiritual ministry team’ 
to offer ‘commuter retreats’

LINDA VISTA — Three Sisters who were surprised to. 
learn that there is no retreat house in a city: the size of San 
Diego have taken the first step in meeting that need. 


A “‘spiritual ministry team’’ of three Religious Sisters 
of the Sacred Heart has moved into a residence here. The 
team will offer retreats, workshops and Christian 
programs while the Sisters’ order decides if a demand 
exists for a full-scale retreat house. 


SISTERS BETTY Boyter, Susan Campbell and Mary 
Ann Foy moved to San Diego in August. They had been 
planning the move for almost a year. 


“‘T had in mind just this kind of work but I wasn’t sure 
where,’’ Sister Betty said. She wanted to dedicate her life 
“to laity as well as Religious. That’s where the future of 
the Church is.’’ She considered Washington D.C., 
Chicago and San Francisco as possible sites. 


At the same time, Sister Susan was formulating a 
similar dream. She considered running a retreat facility in 
Menlo Park, where the RSCJ’s have a building available. 


THEY CHOSE San Diego after hearing about the 
need here. They visited earlier this year. Each person they 
contacted assured them that there definitely is a need for a 
retreat house, 


Meanwhile, Sister Mary Ann, who was living in 
Memphis with Sister Betty, decided to ‘‘team up’’ with 
the the Sisters. She had served as director of the 
permanent diaconate program and director of ministries 
in the Memphis diocese. 


At the suggestion of Bishop Leo Maher, the three have 
begun meeting with diocesan leaders. The bishop did not 


want them to be ‘‘mysteries’’ and suggested they meet 
with deans to explain their services. 

THEY PLAN to run ‘‘commuter retreats’’ in their 
Corsica Street home, which is not big enough for 
overnight retreats. They will run overnight retreats in 
other facilities. 

The Sisters have scheduled retreats for educators and 
parishes and hope to work with deacons, deacon 
candidates and their wives. 

Already scheduled is an advent series, a peace vigil, 
journal retreat, dream workshop, single woman’s retreat,

discernment of ministry workshop and a prayer and 
dance workshop. 


THEY EXPECT to offer Myers-Briggs workshops for 
couples. Sister Susan has high hopes for the Myers-Briggs 
personality testing method. ‘‘People will respond to the 
Myers-Briggs offering, for example, because it is such a 
help to understand not only your own personality type, 
but that of other people.’’ It has been used successfully 
with hospital and school staffs, she added. 


In general there is a hunger for spirituality, Sister 
Susan said. ‘‘All over this nation there is a real interest in 
prayer.” 


Even the so-called ‘‘vocations shortage’ is not an 
indication of religious apathy, Sister Betty said. ‘“There 


* isn’t a dearth of vocations, 


”» she said, but an enriched 
recognition of lay vocations. 


‘“*“HOLINESS ISN’T reserved for Religious... That’s a 
universal call,’’ Sister Susan said. 


If the Sisters’ spiritual workshops are welcomed in San 


- Diego, expansion of their offerings is possible. ‘‘If this 


venture succeeds...then our society would be willing to 
invest in a facility for us,’’ Sister Susan said. She would 
not speculate on when such a retreat facility might be 
built or purchased. 


‘““This is an experimental year. We have to see if there 
is as great a need as people say there is,’’ Sister Susan 
added.

The Wilkinsons reacted favorably to what was said at the 
meeting and were planning to present information-about 
the league to the council, he said. 

“As Christians we have have a tradition to preserve 
whether we’re Catholic or Protestant,’’ Father Florek 
said. He noted the league’s announcement occurred 
about the time Bishop Leo T. Maher issued a statement 
on pornography which urged people to ‘“‘take a strong 
stand.”’ 


Father Florek plans to take an active stand in the league 
and to have ‘‘a Catholic presence in the selection of 
candidates’ by CVL. 


‘*ESCONDIDO IS a good place to start CVL because 
of the preponderance of churches and the rural 
conservatism’’ which is present, Father Florek said.

ABOUT 15 priests will participate in this year’s game. 
Father Douglas Regin, director for Catholic Community

1. Fund balances — Diocesan funds are segregated according to their availability for use in 
Diocesan operations. Quasi-endowment funds are those funds segregated by the Bishop for 
the specific uses indicated. Restricted funds have been reserved for specific purposes and in 
some cases can be disbursed only in compliance with restrictions specified by donors. 


2. Deposit and loan fund — The Diocesan Office administers a loans-in-aid program which 
finances the construction of parish plants and other Diocesan facilities. Interest of 6% is 
charged on such loans. These loans are made primarily from loan repayments and deposits by 
Diocesan entities which bear interest at 5%.

3. Development fund commitments — At June 30, 1984 the diocesan building committee has 
approved the future construction of parish and other Diocesan facilities with an approximate 
cost of $6,300,000, in addition to a proposed new St. Vincent de Paul Emergency Facilties 
Center which is expected to cost approximately $5,000,000. These parishes and other 
diocesan institutions have $2,738,000 funds on deposit which can be used for such 
construction at June 30, 1984. Accordingly the $2,126,920 unrestricted current fund 
balance has been allocated to the development fund to meet these commitments. 


4. Scholarship fund — The Bishop of San Diego has established a scholarship fund for the 
University of San Diego in the amount of $100,000 annually in lieu of the repayment of 
$1,657,533 owed by the University to the Diocese which has been charged to the fund 
balance. The scholarship fund is to be used for students from the dioceses of San Diego and 
San Bernardino and other areas. 
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In his message which accompanies this year’s financial 
statement, Bishop Maher speaks of his sense of gratitude 
for the support which the Catholic people of our Diocese 
have given the works of the Church. This same feeling 
surfaced several times, during a recent interview with the 
Bishop about the financial progress of the diocese over the 
last 15 years. 


‘*To have a flourishing Church,’’ Bishop Maher said, 
‘Sit takes two components: generous people and careful 
management.’’ Upon his arrival in San Diego 15 years 
ago, the Bishop was aware that his new diocese was in 
debt. ‘‘But I also knew that this was a rapidly growing 
area and that things would even out over the long run. It 
always takes some indebtedness to get things off the 
ground.”’ , 


WHEN THE Bishop arrived in autumn of 1969, the 
Diocese had a debt of $15 million. Some of this debt was 
directly attributable to the original construction of the 
University of San Diego, which still had an operating 
deficit at that time. Even the law school registered a 
$70,000 deficit in 1969. 


Other diocesan institutions were also in financial 
trouble. All the diocesan high schools were being operated 
at a deficit and some of the parishes were unable to make 
their payments on interest from diocesan loans. 


Remembering those days with a smile, Bishop Maher 


said, ‘‘I immediately began to arrange a Diocesan 
financial program. Money is only a means to achieve our 
goal, which is to serve people. But if the finances are not 
in order, it is precisely the services to our people which 
suffer.’’ As a result of this program, within three years the 
high schools were better managed and paying their own 
way. Within two years, the University of San Diego had 
been reorganized and no longer depended on the diocese 
for financial assistance. 


‘*A KEY PART of the story is Stewardship,’’ the 
Bishop said. This annual fund-raising drive has given the 
diocese a few million dollars each year and this sum was 
used to pay off the debt. Through Stewardship and the 
consolidation of disparate-funds, the Bishop was able to 
eliminate the debt within a few years. 


Arriving at Lindbergh Field in 1969, Bishop Maher already knew the diocese was $15,000,000 in debt. “‘It .

‘‘When I arrived in San Diego, all building programs 
had come to a halt and no new property was_ being 
purchased for new parishes. Nonetheless, the area was 
growing by leaps and bounds and it was obvious that if we 
did not move ahead, our future growth would be stymied. 
Therefore, even while we were still paying off the 
diocesan debt, I immediately started a building program 
and purchased sites for new parishes. Since the diocesan 
debt has now been retired, the building program has been 
expanded, and new parishes are being established. All in 
all, 12 new parishes have been established in the 15 years 
I have been here. Moreover, many existing parishes have 
expanded their facilities. 


‘One parish where there has been a most dramatic 
change is the Cathedral. In 1969, the debt at the 
Cathedral was $800,000. This debt was paid by the 
diocese. The Cathedral property then became diocesan 
property and we reorganized its management. What had 
been the Cathedral convent is now the office complex for 
Catholic Community Services and the Co-Op Program 
for the elderly of the area, non-Catholic as well as 
Catholic. 


‘SIN FACT,’’ Bishop Maher said, ‘‘I am especially 
grateful that we have been able to achieve so much for 
senior citizens. In 1971 a program was initiated in every 
parish for seniors and the Diocesan Office was ordered to 
develop a plan for senior citizen housing. Since then, 
Cathedral Plaza, St. Bernardine’s Plaza (now in the San 
Bernardino Diocese), and Guadalupe Plaza have all been 
constructed. Just recently, I broke ground for St. John of 
the Cross Plaza in Lemon Grove. The total figure for this 
program of assistance to senior citizens is $20 million. No 
other organization has done more for the aging than the 
Diocese of San Diego. Thanks to the parishes’ interest in 
senior citizens, more than 550 people are now assured of 
dignified, comfortable housing at a very reasonable 
price.’ 


One single event with profound consequences was s the 
division of the diocese in 1978. The creation of the new 
Diocese of San Bernardino was necessitated by the 
continued growth in what was then the four counties of 
our diocese. Bishop Maher remembers that ‘‘at that time, 
it was necessary for the San Diego Diocese to expend 
considerable revenue to facilitate the funding of the new 
diocese. I arranged to pay off the debt of Boys’ Town of

America, located in the new diocese, for $1,350,000. I 
was able to provide the new diocese with the monies which 
were their due. Furthermore, I was able to give the new 
diocese $500,000 beyond the amount required by the 
split. In addition to helping the new diocese, I was 
simultaneously able to increase endowments for our 
Catholic Holy Cross Cemetery and St. Francis 
Seminary.”’ 

During the Bishop Maher years, the University of San 
Diego has experienced great development. The student 
body mushroomed, from 2,300 to 5,500 students. As 
bishop of San Diego, Bishop Maher serves as chair of 
USD’s Board of Trustees. It is no secret that he regards 
this school as a priority and spends a great deal of his time 
working to advance it. 


WITH ZEST, Bishop Maher feaseade to my query 
about developments in this area. ‘‘By carefully selecting 
most of the members of the board and by maintaining 
their interest in the University, we have been able to 
procure $20 million in donations. We have a new library, 
lecture hall, school of business, book store, and a totally 
remodeled school of education. This cost about $16 
million. New student residences have cost $11 million. 
Thanks to the refurbishment of the entire campus, I think 
this is the most beautiful university in the United States. 
It also has an excellent scholastic record.”’ 


It should be kept in mind, as the Bishop emphasized in 
our conversation, that these millions of dollars raised for 
the University were mostly from sources that are not 
available for Church projects. These sources are, 
however, responsive to educational institutions. 


‘‘The Church has many concerns,”’ said the bishop, 
‘‘and one of our greatest concerns is the care for the poor 
and the needy both here and elsewhere. Consequently, an 
essential part of the diocesan financial picture is what we 
have been able to do for all these people. In addition to an 
inter-diocesan cooperative program with the Dioceses of 
Mexicali and Tijuana, I have made sure that we would 
share our Stewardship collection with the two foreign 
dioceses. For the past several years, thanks to 
Stewardship, I have been able to give $25, 000 to dens 
and $25,000 to Mexicali on a yearly basis.’ 


UNDER BISHOP Maher’s leadership, the diocese 
also underwrote the SHARE program. This program 
pvoides food for the poor and needy. At the present time, 
60,000 poor people receive monthly food allotments, and 
the diocese picks up a great portion of the expenses. 
Furthermore, through the SHARE program and some 
government assistance programs, 40,000 tons of food are 
taken across the border monthly and distributed to the 
poor of Tijuana. 


The Bishop is also proud of what the people have done 
for the foreign missions. ‘‘When I arrived in San Diego,’’ 
Bishop Maher said, ‘‘the Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith had only a small office and was not a diocesan 
priority. The thrust of the Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith has been greatly expanded. In 1969, the San 
Diego Society for the Propagation of the Faith raised 
$437,000. In 1969, the Holy Childhood Association 
raised $116,000; in 1984, it raised $135,000. When 
reviewing these figures, it is important to keep in mind 
that the actual increase of monies is even greater than it 
appears, due to the split of the San Diego Diocese. These 
donations help the poor all over the world. 


“Under my leadership, Noah Homes, Inc., a 
foundation for the care of the handicapped, has been 
established. A nine-acre piece of property near Jamul has 
been purchased. The eventual plan is to establish six 
residences for the handicapped. At the present time, one 
residence is in full operation and ground has been broken 
for a second_residence. The plan also includes provision 
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for a retreat house. 


BISHOP MAHER seemed to thrive on recounting the 
events of the last 15 years. I was impressed by all the 
different dimensions and demands of that one reality we 
call the Church. I hazarded an observation that our 
diocese may now have gone through its: growing pains. 


The Bishop shook his head and said, ‘‘Don’t think that 
for a minute. It is important to remember that the 
tremendous mobility of the Southern California lifestyle 
requires Huge resources for even the maintenance of 
exisiting diocesan structures. Not only have we been able 
to maintain diocesan structures at a very healthy level in 
the face of a huge growth rate, we have enlarged and . 
expanded diocesan programs significantly. That’s all - 
past. Now, today, we need at least ten new parishes to 
meet the needs caused by the tremendous growth of our 
region. Not only must new parishes be constructed, but 
social and educational facilities will also have to be 
expanded. We receive financial advice from a council of 
lay people and clergy, just so we can monitor progress and 
plan our next step. I am confident that the diocese’s 
financial health will allow our expansion to continue. 
Some dioceses are rather static and some are actually 
shrinking. But here in San Diego, the possibilities for 
growth are limitless.”’ 


Youth have ‘frightening lack of ideals,’ delegate says

UNITED NATIONS (NC) — The erosion of spiritual 
and moral values leaves youth with ‘‘a frightening lack of 
certainties and ideals,’’ the Vatican’s delegate to the 
United Nations said. 

Society neglects to communicate to youth ‘‘the art of 
real fulfillment, which must be rooted in the truth and in 
genuine values,’’ Sister Janet Richardson said during an 
Oct. 22 debate on youth issues in the U.N.’s Social, 
Humanitarian and Cultural Committee. 


THE GENERAL Assembly is preparing world-wide 
activities for 1985, designated International Youth Year. 


The delegate also referred to the youth theme Pope 
John Paul II chose for the 18th World Day of Peace 
observance to be held Jan. 1, 1985. 


Sister Richardson said modern youth is aware of 
contradictions in society — seeing that scientific progress 
has not always led to genuine human advances. 

YOUTH “REALIZE in the attempt to master the 
material world, man has often ended up manipulating the 
human person,” she said. 

But some youth ‘‘feel powerless to do anything about 
such situations’? and end up trying to “‘build a better 
world through hatred and violence,’’ Sister Richardson 


said. 

She said that society should resist ‘‘attacks on young 
people’s spiritual and moral integrity” such as 
exploitation by prostitution and ‘‘invasive 


pornography.”’ 
SISTER RICHARDSON also said some social Cate ae 
weaken the family and deprive young people of the most 
important natural community ‘‘where they can find their 
personal, cultural and religious identities.’’ She did not

Oct. 30 statement from his home in Gdansk he called for a 
dialogue among the government, Church, Solidarity and 
underground activists. 

WALESA ASKED for a “‘blessing prayer’ from the 
pope for such a dialogue. 


Parishioners at the priest’s suburban Warsaw church, 
St. Stanislaw Kostka, sobbed when they were told of his 
death Oct. 30 at the end of a Mass which has been 
celebrated for Father Popieluszko each night since his 
abduction. 

Father Popieluszko, a priest of the Warsaw- Gniezno 
archdiocese, was known for his ‘‘Masses for the 
Homeland,”’ which he began in 1981 to keep the spirit of 
the outlawed trade union, Solidarity, alive. 


HE WAS investigated by the government in recent 
months for possible abuse of religious freedom. 

In September, the Polish weekly cultural magazine Tu 
I Teraz (Here and Now) called Father Popieluszko an 
‘organizer of rabid political sessions,’’ referring to his 
Masses. : 

Last December he was detained on charges of 
possessing illegal explosives, ammunition and tear gas 
grenades, but was pardoned under a government amnesty 
announced in July. 


THE ASSASSINATION of Indian Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi ‘‘adds to the chain of atrocities which has 
bloodied the world,’ said Pope John Paul II Oct. 31. 


Earlier in the day Gandhi was fatally wounded by Sikh 
members of her security force while she was walking to 
her office. 

‘“‘This morning another grave gesture of violence has 
shocked public opinion: Mrs. Indira Gandhi, prime 
minister of India, has fallen victim to an attack,”’ said the 
pope in a 150-word statement at the end of his weekly 
general audience. 


‘‘BESIDES EXPRESSING my profound deploring of 
this criminal act, I wish to express my _ sincere 
participation in the pain of the family and_ the 
consternation of the great nation of India,’’ he added. 

The pope also prayed that the Indian people ‘“‘know 
how to confront with the dignity and wisdom proper to 
them’’ the difficult situation caused by the death of the 
prime minister. 

The Indian Army earlier this year stormed the Golden 
Temple in Amritsar, the Sikh religion’s holiest place, in a 
battle with Sikh rebels. 
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identify the policies. 

The delegate said that while young people face serious 
moral challenges, they also can make a_ special 
contribution to peace. d 

Sister Richardson quoted Pope John Paul’s recent 
observation that youth can work against evil by speaking 
out against the ‘‘culture of death.”’ 

YOUTH ‘“‘CAN, with others, advance in peace,”’ 
Sister Richardson said. 

The Catholic Church has appealed to youth to commit 
themselves to serving others ‘‘through self-discipline and 
sacrifice in the love of God,’’ she said. 

The Vatican delegate said that in the family, work and 
culture, youth finds ‘‘all the fascination of God’s plan for 
humanity.”’ 


Guest reviewer assesses 
Vista’s Bright New Wings

VISTA — Bright New Wings, a program of music, 
witness, prayer and the Word, is not a theatrical 
production or a concert. ‘‘Call it what you will or don’t 
call it anything,’’ the script says. It is a celebration of 
God’s love. 


It devastated me and lifted me back up. In its 50 


minutes Bright New Wings did what it was designed by 
the Spirit to do — it got my attention real quick, like 
getting kicked in the stomach to where you can’t catch 
your breath. For while I was afraid I was going to die and 
then I was afraid that I wouldn’t. Eventually I was 
different — transformed, if you will — like the 
metamorphosis of a caterpiller to a butterfly. 


THIS EVOLUTION can be shared thanks to the 
music ministry of Vista’s St. Francis of Assisi Church. 
Under the direction of Mary Ann Hranek, who first saw 
Bright New Wings at a San Bernardino Baptist Church 
six years ago, it became the choir’s response to the first 
semester RENEW theme — risk. 


The 20 actors and three stage managers, none of whom 
are professionals, took on a 30-hour practice schedule. 


Bright New Wings puts stories from. the New 
Testament into pioneer America times in a way that 
makes the characters incredibly real. I would guess that 
was a natural result of the choir being real themselves — 
landscapers, homemakers, school teachers and secretaries 
who for an evening live the lives of a leper, Lazarus, a 
prostitute and Martha. 


THE TWO scheduled performances soon became five, 
including appearances at Escondido’s Resurrection 
Church. The non-Catholic Christian community has also 
requested performances. 

A finale has been scheduled for Nov. 18 at 7:30 p.m. at 
St. Francis Church, 525 West Vista Way. It is free.

membership of 10,000 and which has its own legislative 
lobby, requires its members to have had sex with a child 
under the age of eight, he said. 


Christians should be able to wage a successful war 
against pornography, he said, because they have numbers 
and the Lord on their side. The pornographers have 
‘deceit, dollars and darkness’’ on their side. 


“Do not let this war be lost...because of apathy,’’ he 
said to the crowd of over 100. 


BRAD CURL, president of the NCA, spoke of the 
‘*devastating defilement’’ that is a result of pornography. 


He believes the principle of sacrificial commitment, 
“tthe message of the Cross,’’ has been defiled by 
pornography. Christians have an obligation to ‘‘take the 
lead’’ in promoting human dignity, he added. 

“It’s time we put some of our differences aside’’ to 
organize and work together, he said. 

_A VARIETY of faiths was represented in the audience, 
including members of St. Francis Catholic Church in 
Vista. The pastor of St. Francis Church, Msgr. William 
Byrne, was part of an as-yet unsuccessful ecumenical 
effort to eliminate cable television pornography in Vista. 


Curl encouraged action, including writing to Procter 
and Gamble, the largest buyer of advertising time during 
soap operas. 


He quoted Jesuit Father Morton Hill, leader of 
Morality in Media, who said Indianapolis, Ind., had 
more court cases involving pornography than has the 
federal government. 


‘“THE JUSTICE Department needs to hear from us,”’ 
Curl said. 


He asked listeners to join a “‘Call-Five Telephone 
Network.’ Five times a year the members will be asked to 
call five friends to inform them about specific 
pornography issues. 

NCA committees in 30 major cities will hold annual 
prayer breakfasts and will recruit 1,000 people in each 
city to belong to the telephone network. 


THE LOCAL NCA committee and the San Diego 
Evangelical.

Gloria McColl, a San Diego City councilwoman since 
1983, also addressed the group. 


“The magnitude of pornography in our society is 
evident,’’ McColl said.

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PORNOGRAPHY IS not constitutionally protected 
and should not be tolerated, she noted. 


She is sponsoring two anti-pornography resolutions for 
state consideration. Among other things, her resolutions 
will seek to amend California Penal Code Section 311. 
The section defines pornography in part as ‘‘matter which 
taken as a whole is utterly without redeeming social 
importance.”’ 
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McColl explained how the phrases ‘‘taken as a whole”’ 
and ‘‘utterly’’ can be used as loopholes by pornographers 
who manage to escape conviction. 


SHE EXPECTS the state legislation to be given 
numbers in December or January. At that time, citizens 
will be able to write to their legislators about the specific 
legislation. 


‘We have bi-partisan support. This cuts through every 
swatch of cloth,’’ McColl said.

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In the mid-18th century, Baja 
California was described as a land fit for 
three types of people: missionaries who, 
for the love of God and charity toward 
neighbor, left their homeland and elected

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certain types of edible wood; leather 
cured and uncured; the bones of birds, 
sheep, goats and calves. Fish and meat 
already putrid were eaten without 
discrimination. 


The men went about completely naked, 
while the women wore clothing made of 
fibers and skins. Girls were taught how to 
make these coverings and children were 
expected to shift for themselves as soon as 
possible. 


NO BASIC education was given to the 
children; for the most part they were 
allowed to do as they pleased. The boys 
learned how to make the bow and arrow, 
for the Indians, even in the mission 
period, always carried these arms, more 
valuable to them than a knife and fork in 
so sterile a country. The shortage of water 
was a problem; urine was used to wash 
the face where water was lacking. 


The Indians were well-proportioned 
people, of good presence, agile and 
fearless. Some were quick to learn, others 
hopelessly slow at acquiring new skills. 
They were great conversationalists with a

sense of humor and a fund of jokes. 


A variety of dialects was found among 
them. The languages lacked expressions 
for Christian ideas and abstract concepts. 
It took no little ingenuity on the part of 
the missionaries to compose even the 
Lord’s Prayer in the local dialects. 


THERE WAS always an economic 
problem at the missions, despite the great 
efforts of the Jesuits to impart and apply 
European agricultural methods to this 
stubborn New World soil. There was 
never enough food to go around; so the 
Indians were permitted to hunt on their 
own to supplement the mission produce. 
The lack of food made it impossible to 
gather all the Indians into the mission 
settlements and this factor retarded their 
effective culturalization. 


Though Christianity had been 
propagated for over 60 years in the 
peninsula there was still much to be done. 


To this land and to these people came 
Fray Junipero Serra and his companions.

WASHINGTON (NC) — El documento reciente del 
Vaticano sobre la teologia de la liberacidri no sdlo 
respalda, en principio, la teologia de la liberacién sino 
que actualmente utiliza su metodologia, dijo el sacerdote 
jesuita Avery Dulles en un simposio el 31 de octubre. 


Es una ‘‘mala interpretacién’’ leer el documento como 
una condenacién a la teologia de la liberacién, dijo, pese a 
que esa es la forma en que generalmente ha sido mostrada 
en la prensa. 


EL TEOLOGO jesuita especuléd que el verdadero 
miedo del Vaticano no esta en la linea principal de la 
misma teologia de la liberacién, sino por el movimiento 
que seria ‘‘utilizado por marxistas de linea dura’’ con 
fines exclusivamente politicos. 


El Padre Dulles, un profesor de teologia de la 
Universidad Catélica de América, fue el primer orador en 
un simposio de un dia, que se llevo a cabo en la 
Universidad de Georgetown y auspiciado por el Centro 
de Politica y Etica Publica, un centro de estudio de linea 
conservadora de Washington. 


El foco principal del simposio fue la teologia de la 
liberacién catélica en América Latina, bajo la perspectiva 
de la Instruccién, del 3 de septiembre, de la Congregacién 
Vaticana para la Doctrina de la Fe, pese a que en las 
sesiones de la tarde se analiz6 las corrientes protestantes 
del pensamiento de liberacién. 


EL DOCUMENTO del Vaticano es importante, dijo 
el Padre Dulles, porque en él, “‘por primera vez en la 
historia, la Santa Sede explicitamente. afirma de que 
existe una auténtica teologia de la liberacién’’. 


Agregé que parte de la Instruccién del Vaticano que 
afirma la teologfa de la liberacién, va a traves de “‘cuatro 
etapas’’, usando el propio método de la teologia de la 
liberacién, empezando por la realidad presente y yendo a 
traves de una refleccion biblica y eclesidstica a un curso de 
accion. 


El liderazgo hispano en los Estados Unidos 


Con el fin de conocer con mas objetividad la verdadera 
realidad sobre un liderazgo hispano en esta nacidn, dos 
documentos de autoridad podemos citar aqui. 


EL PRIMERO, venido del * mismo Episcopado 
americano, tiene la ventaja de mostrarnos cémo ve la mas 
alta autoridad eclesidstica de este pais, la representacién 
hispana en sus lideres. 


El segundo, venido de la base, es decir, del mismo 
pueblo hispano, nos revela, por su parte, cémo este se 
expresa sobre el mismo tema. Sobre el documento del 
Episcopado, se trata de la ‘‘Carta Pastoral sobre el 
Ministerio Hispano,’’ la cual constata una alarmante 
ausencia de lideres hispanos en todas las esferas de la vida 
publica de la nacion. 


En efecto, en el plano politico la participacién en su 
proceso es “‘limitado’’ (n.7); en el plano econdmico y 
social existe apenas algun hispano que intervenga en la 
“toma de decisiones’’ (n.7); en el plano eclesial “‘la 
escasez de sacerdotes, religiosos y didconos permanentes 
hispanos es uno de los problemas mas graves’’ (n.12,e) y 
que si bien es cierto que hay ‘‘muchos laicos dispuestos”’ 
(n.12,d) son contados los que tienen representatividad 


(n.7). 


ACERCA DEL documento de la base, que es el de las 
Prioridades de la Reunidn de Consulta Nacional de 
Chicago en vistas al III Encuentro, su diagnéstico no es 
tampoco optimista. 


Se constata, en efecto, que el numero de lideres dentro 
de la Iglesia hispana es escaso y que esto se debe, 
especialmente, ya al miedo a no ser aceptado, ya a la 
timidez para lanzarse a la accion, ya a la indolencia o falta 
de responsabilidad ante el compromiso...En conclusion, 
ante esta situacidn de una falta real de liderazgo hispano, 
una tarea urgente y obligatoria se nos presenta por 
cumplir: la formacidn de lideres. 


Fundamento y explicacidn de la necesidad 
urgente de este liderazgo hispano 


Empecemos por senalar que esta necesidad no nace en 
nuestra Iglesia de la presuncidn, del capricho o del deseo 
de ‘‘poder’’ de algunos, sino del anhelo sincero por 
querer dar una respuesta positiva a lo que sobre este tema 
nos pide el Evangelio y la Iglesia, hoy. 


EN EFECTO, si vamos al Evangelio, el tema del 
liderazgo Jestis lo encarna en su Persona: El nacid para 
ser lider. Asi se lo anuncia el angel a Maria cuando le 
dice: ‘‘Dios le dard el trono de David su antepasado. 
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- A Proud Heritage USA 


Gobernara por siempre al pueblo de Jacob y su reino no 
terminarda jamas’’ (Lc. 1,32-33). 

Por otra parte, Jestis tuvo conciencia de esta su 
condicién de lider y para no dejar dudas sobre este 
liderazgo unico e insustituible pronuncia estas palabras 
desconcertantes: ‘“Todos los que se presentaron antes que 
yo son ladrones y malhechores...(Jn.10,8). : 


De aqui que se adjudique abiertamente los mas 
diversos titulos tales como Buen Pastor (Jn.10,11), Puerta 
para las ovejas (Jn.10,7-8), Luz del mundo (Jn.8,12), 
Sefior y Maestro (Jn.13,13; Mt.23,8), Camino-Verdad y 
Vida (Jn.14,6). 


PERO, TAMBIEN a su ejemplo (Mt.10,40), no sdlo 
nos pidio a nosotros ser lideres a través de nuestra accién: 
““Ustedes son la sal de la tierra...Ustedes son la luz del 
mundo’’ (Mt.5,13-14) y de nuestro testimonio: ‘‘...seran 
mis testigos...hasta los confines de la tierra’’ (Hech.1,8), 
sino que nos ensefié, ademas, cémo debemos entender 
este liderazgo: no de una manera autoritaria sino como 
un “‘servicio.’’ He aqui un texto que no deja dudas a este 
respecto: 


““Ustedes saben que los principes de las naciones las subyugan 
y que los grandes imperan sobre ellas. No ha de ser asi entre 
ustedes; al contrario, el que entre ustedes quiera llegar a ser 
grande, sea su servidor, y el que entre. ustedes quiera ser el 
primero, sea su siervo, asi como el Hijo del hombre no ha venido 
a ser servido, sino a servir y a dar su vida en rescate por® 


muchos’’ (Mt.20,25-28). 


Por eso la Iglesia, especialmente de este continente, 
bajo el peso de estas razones evangélicas, urge la 
formacion de lideres. 


HE AQUI lo que dice el II Encuentro de 1977 en sus 
conclusiones: “‘Que se intensifique la formacién y 
preparacién de lideres hispanos adultos y jdvenes...en 
cémo coordinar grupos y en todo tipo de liderazgo.”’ 
(Véase Evangelizacidn 4b.) 


La Carta Pastoral de los obispos no se expresa de otra 
manera: ‘‘La formacidn (de lideres) debe tender a incluir 
el conocimiento y la experiencia prdactica necesaria para 
ejercer el ministerio eficazmente, fomentando al mismo 
tiempo un compromiso serio de servicio’’ (Carta Pastoral 
sobre el Ministerio Hispano, n.12,d). 


No cabe duda, la formacidn de esta clase de liderazgo 
llevara a la eficacia deseada de transformar a los hispanos 
de los Estados Unidos de ‘‘masa’”’ en ‘‘pueblo.’’? Un 
pueblo al que hay que fundamentalmente servir y que se 
sienta, por los mismo, escuchado, respetado, animado, 
apoyado, conscientizado y comprometido, no sdlo, como 
nos dice Vaticano II, ‘‘en el interior de los grupos de las 
asociaciones, sino también en todas las circunstancias y 
por toda la vida...’’, para que asi pueda ‘‘cada uno 
descubrir con mayor exactitud los talentos con que Dios 
ha enriquecido su alma y ejercer con mayor eficacia los 
carismas que el Espiritu Santo le did para bien de sus~ 
hermanos’’ (Decreto sobre el Apostolado de los seglares,

NEW YORK (NC) — Shattered Vows, broadcast on 
NBC Oct. 29, took up in realistic and sensitive fashion the 
issue exploited so shamelessly in the romantic and 
melodramatic The Thorn Birds. 


Shattered Vows tells the story of Mary Gilligan Wong 
upon whose autobiography, Nun: A Memoir, it is based. 


GILLIGAN ENTERS the convent in 1962 at age 16 
(the television version considerably compresses the time 
span, it seems), and she leaves five years later. Though 
her stay is relatively short, it bridges two eras, and the 
changes brought about by the Second Vatican Council 
have a strong influence on her decision to re-examine her 
commitment. 


I, like thousands of others among the Catholics who 
watched the program, brought a perspective to it that 
made me more than normally attentive. For I, too, was a 
member of a religious order, and I left the year before 
Gilligan did. I was, in fact, looking for an apartment in 
Greenwich Village about. the same time she was. 


There were some significant differences between me 
and the heroine of Shattered Vows, however. My stay was 
more than twice as long as hers. When I entered, 
moreover, I was about the age she was when she left, and 
I had seen something more of the world, having served as 
a paratrooper in Korea.

ONE MORE bit of perspective: Ita Ford, too, had a 
Greenwich Village apartment at this time. On leave from 
Maryknoll, she was working in New York as an editor of 
children’s books. She returned to her order and 13 years 
later died a martyr in El Salvador. 


With all this on my mind, I sat down to watch Shattered 
Vows, prepared to be even more critical than is my wont 
— spurred on still more by the melodramatic and, as it 
turned out, wholly inaccurate title. But I’m happy to say I 
was pleasantly surprised. 


For one thing, Valerie Bertinelli, aided by a good script 
and direction, gave a fine performance as Mary Gilligan. 
And just as fine was David Morse (of St. Elsewhere fame) 
as the young priest with whom she falls in love — a love 
that is mutual but which neither acknowledges until she 
has left the convent. Both ‘performers grace their 
characters with dignity, intelligence and warmth. 


THE SCRIPT, moreover, bends over backwards to do 
justice to the religious order that Mary leaves and to the 
church as a whole. The mistress of novices, played by 
Patricia Neal, is a stern but sympathetic figure, and the 
heroine’s aunt (Caroline McWilliams), also a nun, 
provides her with much needed support when she leaves 
and later when a further crisis arises. 


There are shortcomings to be sure. One is an 
awkwardly done romantic sequence. But most of these

have to do with oversimplification. 


On the other hand, all the flaws of the pre-Vatican era . 


are laid on the hapless shoulders of a single officious 
priest, incongruously adorned with a mustache. 


THE DEPICTION of Father Tim’s character, 
however, goes a long way toward making up for these 
shortcomings. Though he’s beset with emotional 
difficulties, Tim makes the decision to remain a priest and 
to keep serving God in the way he promised. 


True, Tim isn’t going to make us forget any of the 


priest figures in the writings of Graham Greene, Francois 


Mauriac and Georges Bernanos, but for network 
television, he does nicely, thank you. I, for one, am glad 
to have him. 


Think of it: a mature character on prime time television 
acknowledging that he has had no sexual experience but 
nonetheless coming across as a good and a strong person. 


THIS IS at least a minor miracle, and Shattered Vows, 
despite its title and its flaws, is a giant step forward from 
the likes of The Thorn Birds in its attempt to deal 
seriously with the religious life and the priesthood. 


A cheering final note is that it did very well, gaining a 
40 percent share of people who were watching television 
at that hour in New York, 37 percent in Chicago, and 32 
percent#fh Los Angeles. 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of these 
beloved ones who are gone before us into the realm of Thy 
eternal happiness and peace.
